The original indictments in 


the Philadelphia and the Dah- 
mer cases were dismissed later 
on grounds of improper compos- 
ition of the grand jury. 


The jury which returned the 


latest indictments included five 
Negroes and six women. 


The other case involved the 


January 1966 fire bomb slaying 
of Dahmer, a 58-year-old Negro 
businessman who was helping in 
a voter-registration drive spon- 
sored by the National Associa- 
tion for the 
Advancement of 


Colored People. 


Dahmer was burned fatally in 


the fire which destroyed his 
home and nearby grocery, but 
he managed to save members of 
his family from the flames.

Here is a classic situation 


involving a missing ten spot. 
South has a standard opening 
two no-trump and North has 
enough to take his partner 
right to the slam. 


West opens the jack of 


hearts and South looks over 
dummy rather unhappily. A 
quick count of winners shows 
that he only has 11 unless he 
can get in two spade tricks 
and that the ten of spades is 
going to ,be a key- card .against 
him.
